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HOLMES TELLS OF 
PITZEL’S DEATH 


PRISONER GIVES HIS VERSION 
OF THE AFFAIR. 


Declarer That His Confederate Com­ 
mitted Suicide in The Callowhill 
Street House, in Philadelphia—Po­ 
lice Still Working on the Case — 
Developments Made 
in 
Chicago.

Philadelphla, Pa., July 30. 
letin prints the following: 
“An entirely new statem ent has been 
m ade by H. H. Holmes, the supposed 
m urderer of the Pitzel children. In it 
the m an of m any crimes gives in detail 
his version of how Pitzel came by his 
death last September and also states 
his (Holmes’) connection with the trag ­ 
edy. 
“Holmes says th at on the Saturday 
night preceding the death of Pitzel the 
latter came to his, house on N orth lith 
street, where he was living with ‘Mrs. 
H ow ard.’ 
Pitzel told Holmes a h eart­ 
rending story of his pecuniary difficul­ 
ties and of the sickness of his daughter 
in St. Louis. ‘I m ust have money,’ he 
said, or words to th at effect, ‘to send to 
m y wife in St. Louis.’ 
“Holmes rem onstrated with Pitzel as 
to his spendthrift habits and spoke sub­ 
stantially to him as follows: ‘Ben, you 
have been a good friend of mine. 
I ’ll 
adm it I have 
made 
lots of 
money 
through 
you, but I cannot keep this 
thing up. W here is th at $50 I gave you 
the other day? If you don’t quit drink­ 
ing you and I will have to separate.’ 
Pitzel exclaimed: ‘I am of no benefit to 
a n y one. I will soon get rid of my dif­ 
ficulties. 
Life has become a nuisance 
to me.’ 
“ Holmes then avers th at he jokingly 
rem arked to Pitzel: ‘Well your body is 
as good as any other, but I would not 
advise you to do anything rash.’ 
“Holmes accounts for m aking this re­ 
m ark by saying th at he and Pitzel had 
under consideration the defrauding of 
th e Fidelity M utual Insurance company. 
Holmes says Pitzel then became angry 
and again vowed th at he would commit 
suicide. 
“Holmes 
then 
explains th at Pitzel 
left him with the intention of going 
home. 
Holmes says he gave Pitzel no 
money th at night, but promised to meet 
him at the Callowhill street house the 
following morning. 
“It was about IO o’clock the following 
d ay (Sunday), Holmes goes on to say, 
th a t he went to visit Pitzel at the Cal­ 
lowhill street house. W hen he reached 
th e place no one apparently was about. 
Holmes sat in the kitchen for almost 
tw enty m inutes w aiting for Pitzel to 
appear. 
The latter, Holmes supposed, 
h a d gone out for breakfast. 
“Time wore on and ‘Ben’ was not to 
be seen. 
The conspirator 
then says 
th a t he 
became 
anxious 
about J s 
friend's 
whereabouts 
and 
began to 
search the house for Pitzel. ‘As I arose 
to go upstairs,’ says the criminal, ‘I 
noticed a note lying on the counter in 
th e front p art of the house. It was ad ­ 
dressed to me. 
“Then 
Holmes 
explains 
th a t 
he 
opened the note. It directed him to go 
u p to the second floor and open a closet, 
in wiiich he would find a large blue bot­ 
tle containing another letter addressed 
to him. Holmes followed the directions. 
H e found the note in the bottle as de­ 
scribed and was horrified when he read 
It. 
“It w as from Benjam in Pitzel, and 
advised Holmes th at his (Pitzel’s) dead 
\>ody could be found in the house. The 
lette r pleaded th at Holmes look after 
P itzel’s children, and suggested th a t 
th ere would be no difficulty in getting 
the insurance money from the Fidel­ 
ity company now' th at the dead body 
of Pitzel could be produced in evidence. 
“Holmes then told his friend of the 
appearance of the corpse, and said th a t 
he sat in the room with the body for 
over an hour. He wras dazed and hardly 
knewr what course to pursue. He finally 
m ade up his mind th a t since Pitzel had 
taken his life there would be no h arm 
in destroying any evidence of suicide, 
so th at he might be able to get the in­ 
surance 
on Pitzel’s life 
without any 
difficuliy. 
“Holmes has confessed th at he there­ 
upon dragged the dead body to the sec­ 
ond floor, laid the corpse on the floor, 
pried open the mouth of the dead m an 
w ith a pencil and poured in a quantity 
of explosive chemicals. 
H e then, he 
says, placed a lighted m atch to the 
m a n ’s mouth, when the explosion which 
so horribly disfigured the corpse fol­ 
io w’ed. 
To give the more forcible im­ 
pression th a t Pitzel came to his death 
by an accidental 
explosion, 
Holmes 
stated to his friend that he got a pipe 
of Pitzel’s, filled it with tobacco, light­ 
ed it, then blew' out the flame, after the 
tobacco had been partly consumed, and 
placed the pipe beside the dead m an’s 
body. 
“ It w as nearly 4 o’clock in the even­ 
ing before he left the Callowhill street 


oi \jnicago, to m e erred tn at ne nau ar­ 
ticulated four skeletons for Holmes. In 
the first place, Holmes 
declared th at 
any medical m an who failed to make a 
living by th e practice of his profession 
adds to it in m any other w ays of calling 
into play his scientific knowledge. Ac­ 
cepting this idea himself, he said, he 
resolved to procure a num ber of skele­ 
tons, and wrhen he found them expen­ 
sive he concluded th at to deal in the 
ghastly articles would be a lucrative 
business. 
Thereupon 
he 
procured a 
num ber 
of 
corpses 
and 
had 
them 
scraped and articulated, but the suppo­ 
sition th at he had m urdered people to 
obtain them he scouted as arra n t non­ 
sense. “I got them in a legitim ate m an­ 
ner,’’ he continued, “and I am prepared 
to prove it when the time comes. There 
is not a soul living in Chicago wrho can 
prove th at I had anything to do with 
the disappearance of this aggregation 
of people of whose m urder I am ac­ 
cused.” 
It has been learned, th at the authori­ 
ties in this city have found among 
Holmes’ papers several letters from Al­ 
len, w'ho is in prison in Little Rock, 
Ark., implicating both in illegal tra n s­ 
actions.

Detective Norton opened two tool chests 
in the morning w’hich were in the base­ 
ment, and closely examined the con­ 
tents. In one were found a ham m er and 
\ draw ing knife, and the officer sent 
hem to Inspector Fitzpatrick for in­ 
spection. 
The ham m er bore several 
•pots of a reddish tint, and the police 
bink they m ay have been blood. The 
•bests were found in a storeroom next 
to Patrick Quinlan’s 
sleeping 
a p a rt­ 
n e s s . 
Many witnesses are being ex-

M aceo a t T h e H ead o f 6 .0 0 0 In su rgen t 
A tta ck in g J lg u a n l. 
H avana, July 30. — It is asserted here 
th at Antonio Maceo, a t the head of 6,- 
000 insurgents, is attacking the town of 
Jiguani, near Bayamo, in the province 
of Santiago de Cuba. General LaCham- 
bre, with 2,000 troops, has gone to the 
relief of Jiguani. No further details are 
obtainable a t present. 
The guerrilla forces of the Songo dis­ 
trict and a detachm ent of men from a 
Cuban regiment num bering IOO soldiers 
have dispersed the insurgents near Son­ 
go, province of Santiago de Cuba, the 
enemy leaving two killed on the field. 
Lieutenant Colonel Talavera, in com­ 
m and at Baracoa, hearing th at the in­ 
surgents had burned the village of Sa- 
bana, not far from Baracoa, in order to 
force the garrison to surrender, left 
Baracoa on a steam er recently, having 
on board 300 soldiers, and landed at 
M ataabay under the protection of the 
guns of the cruiser Alsedo, which shew­ 
ed the woods and other spots likely to 
shelter the insurgents. The troops then 
started for Sabana and met and dis­ 
persed the insurgents, who left eight 
men killed upon the field. On the side of 
the troops only four men were wounded. 
The garrison of Sabana made a heroic 
defense and was m any hours without 
water. 
Lieutenant Colonel 
Talavera, 
fearing th at Baracoa might be attacked, 
re-embarked his troops, after having 
destroyed the fort at Sabana. 
Antonio Maceo, with 3.000 insurgents, 
recently attacked the fort at Bayare. 
The garrison, consisting of forty men, 
made a gallant resistance until they 
had fired their last 
cartridge, after 
which the soldiers broke their weapons 
into pieces, so th at they should not be 
fit for use when they fell into the hands 
of the insurgents. It Is rumored th at a 
filibustering expedition has landed at 
Cartunes. 
A detachm ent of soldiers from the Co­ 
lon regiment has had a skirmish with 
the insurgents near Gibara, the coast 
town of Holquin, with which it Is con­ 
nected by rail. The insurgents left nine 
killed and fouiteen 
wounded on the 
field. The troops captured one prisoner. 
The expedition has been landed under 
the command of Roloff and Sarafln San­ 
chez.

These debts have all been contracted 
with the gold dollar as the measure. 
To relieve the paym ent of them by 
such a trick of legislation would be re­ 
pudiation. particularly in case of debts 
contracted 
recently'. 
Can 
we benefit 
the people of this republic by m aking 
the dollar 
mean about 
one-half as 
much as it means now?” 
Mr. 
H arvey lead statistics 
on the 
use of silver and gold, and proved th at 
the demand for gold for ornam ents and 
In the a rts very nearly equaled its total 
annual production. 
“I lay down the 
principle th at the more costly either 
metal becomes, the greater is the de­ 
m and for it among the rich. 
The use 
of metal for money Increases its value. 
There is not enough gold in the world 
for m onetary purposes.” 
Who would be benefited by scaling 
down 
all 
debts?"

“Monarchs used to think th at they 
could bless a people by clipping coins. 
It took ages of business sense to drive 
out th at notion. 
Such efforts have al­ 
ways ended and will alw ays end in 
robbing the people—the common peo­ 
ple.” 
An increased supply of good money, 
silver and gold, has always advanced 
civilization,” said Mr. Harvey. “W ith 
the demand thrown on silver its value 
would rapidly advance. If on the sec­ 
ond Tuesday of November, 1896, a bi­ 
metallic congress should be elected, you 
would have passed the breakers in a 
day. Next m orning silver would begin 
to advance and gold to decline, and the 
m etals would come together before the 
act was passed.” 
“Silver legislation would have a de­ 
structive effect on all credit,” said Mr. 
Horr, “and if tried will bring upon this 
country panic unprecedented. The en­ 
tire yearly product of silver in this 
country', about which so much stir is 
made, is worth only about as much as 
the eggs laid by the hens.” 
* 
Mr. H arvey exhibited a gold dollar 
which had been melted down, and told 
how the farm er had to raise two bush­ 
els of wheat for a drop of gold. “There 
Is more stability in two metals than in 
one,” said Mr. Harvey', “and the free 
use of silver in the United States would 
force a parity' just as it did before 1873.” 
Mr. H orr scoffed at the demand for a 
dual standard. “The money' of final re­ 
demption m ust 
be 
worth as much 
coined as uncoined. Silver has had its 
days as the money of final redemption.” 
Taking up international bimetallism, 
Mr. H arvey said: “With independent 
action on the part of the United States 
other nations would follow her example. 
She is more powerful than England. 
France. 
Mexico and South America 
w'ould follow' at once. It w'as said that 
‘the way to resume was to resume,’ and 
the way to remonetize is to remonetize. 
We will wait for international bim etal­ 
lism 
from England forever in vain.

W hen Dr. Jam es R. Cocke of H a rt­ 
ford, Conn., was two m onths old both 
of his eyes were ruined by a blundering

Since then he has been to­ 
tally blind. 
He is now 32 years of age 
and he is consulted in difficult cases by 
the most em inent of the regular physi­ 
cians cf Boston. He has perform ed the 
present week two very delicate and diffi­ 
cult surgical operations, and in both 
cases the patients are doing well. 
He 
locates a disease by his sensitive touch 
an d he tells the colors of goods in the 
sam e way, singular as it m ay appear. 
W hen handed several national bank and 
governm ent currency bills, he a t once 
told the denom ination of each and the 
color, w hether green or black. He tells 
the complexion of a person by touching 
the skin. It is difficult to believe th at a 
blind m an could do this, but he is seen 
to do this, and accurately, too. Before 
D r. Cocke w as 21 years of age, he was 
em ployed by a large tobacco house in 
g ettin g the best quality and the m ost 
desirable color—all by the touch. From 
th is source he earned over $3,000, which 
paid his expenses a t a university in 
Tennessee, w here he stood a t the head 
of his class. 
From the Tennessee uni­ 
versity he entered a m edical school, 
w here he was “ to the fore” all through 
th e class. He has taken special studies 
in five other institutions, a p art of them 
In Europe. 
To attain all th at this re­ 
m arkable m an has accom plished in the 
higher classics and professional studi es 
of the colleges, required a large and 
firm ly knit brain, perseverance, and 
self-reliance to an usual degree. 
The 
tw o women patients th a t he operated 
upon last week are both doing well. In 
one case a large tum or was rem oved; 
th e other was a still m ore difficult and 
delicate case. 
W hen lifting out the 
tu m o r Dr. Cocke found th a t he had 
tw enty-four forceps holding veins and 
arteries. He tied blood vessels quickly 
an d rem oved the forceps. 
He takes up 
and ties severed arteries in difficult 
cases more rapidly than any of the clear 
seeing surgeons. He has no idea of the 
appearance of the moon and planets 
and stars, nor of the sun; and night and 
d a y are all the sam e to him, except th at 
the stillness of the night does not escape 
his notice. He is a hard-w orker and un­ 
flagging student. He has a typew riter, 
to whom he dictates.

There was a 300-mile race in m id­ 
ocean last Tuesday betw een the Cunar- 
d er L ucania and the Am erican liner 
P aris, which tested both boats in a 
lig h t sea. The Lucania has double the 
P a ris’ horse-power, but in heavy w eath­ 
e r the w eaker liner has alw ays m anaged 
to craw l ahead 
The race Tuesday 
dem onstrated ju st how much in racing 
w eather the Lucania can beat the Paris. 
It was early in the day when the two 
boats cam e in sight. 
W hen the P aris 
discovered the L ucania astern pillars 
of woolly smoke piled from her stacks. 
F o r a tim e the broad patch of deep sea 
betw een the two did not lessen, though 
the L ucania’s 30,000 horse-pow er wa3 
spinning her two giant screws. 
A fter 
aw hile this power told, and gradually 
she picked her way up on the oth er’s 
lead, but even the officers of the L u­ 
can ia say the P aris m ade a gallant 
tig h t. 
W hen the two cam e ab reast at 5 p. rn. 
they saw it w as nip and tuck for several 
knots. 
F->r a tim e is seemed as if the 
P a ris would hang to the flank of the 
big C unarder until both rounded in at 
th e Hook. 
But the B ritish boat drew 
ahead slowly and surely. 
L ate th at 
n ig h t the lights of the P aris were lost 
astern. 
D uring the brush P u rser Field thinks 
th a t the L ucania’s speed was very close 
on two knots an hour better than th at of 
th e Paris. 
“The A m erican boat m ade a gallant 
fight,” he said.

R ock w as 5 days, 13 hours, and 30 m in­ 
utes. H er day’s runs, 83 knots to noon 
of first day, then 531, 532, 535 and 538 
knots.
